Here's Chuck Cummings, the 
playwright's statement: 


"The Negro Building" is а play in- 
spired by a place. When I lived in 
Atlanta, my apartment was across 
the street from Piedmont Park — 
Atlanta's version of New York's Cen- 
tral Park, but оп a much smaller 
scale. Anyone who strolls the terraced 
grounds of Piedmont Park will notice 
broad stone staircases that lead no- 


where, and carved stone bases meant 
for missing statues - remnants of 
Piedmont Park's original function, a 
life predating softball tournaments 
and walkathons, My curiosity about 
the park's origins grew each time I 
visited. 

Encouraged write a play about At- 
lanta by Eddie Billups at the Arts 
Exchange, I discovered that Piedmont 
Park was originally created as the 
site of the 1895 Cotton States and 
International Exhibition. The park's 
stone staircases led to grandly de- 
signed buildings showcasing "Manu- 
facturing," "Electricity," "Art," and yes 
— Negroes! There was a "Negro Build- 
ing" at the Exhibition, and the key- 
note speaker opening the Exhibition 
was Booker Т. Washington. As I did 
more research, particularly reading 
the text of Booker T. Washington's 
keynote address, I realized that many 
of the issues he addressed (or at- 
tempted to address) are relevant to- 
day. And that there was drama to be 
found in the "Negro Building" and the 
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fact that a black man was "allowed" 
to speak at an Exhibition in the heart 
of the Jim Crow South. 

As I "looked for the drama," the 
painter Henry Ossawa Tanner (who 
had a painting displayed in the Ne- 
gro Building) somehow muscled his 
way into the play. Also, Washington's 
wife, Margaret, demanded to take 
center stage, and much of the play 
shifted to Paris. I'm not quite sure 
how these things happened. Some 
choices were based on unexpected in- 
spiration, others on conscious consid- 
eration of the craft of playwriting. But 
if I succeed at all in creating drama, 
I owe it to a willingness to let my 
curiosity lead me to places I never 
expected to go.
